Chapter 2. Duties of Town Officers, 

Sec. 1, All of the officers of the town shall turn over to 

their successors in office at the expiration of their term of 
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office all books, papers, documents or other properties in 
their custody belonging to the town. 

Sec. 2. All committees to whom any matter which re- 
. qnires a public hearing is referred by the town, shall give a 
public notice thereof, stating the time and place of such hear- 
ing. ” 

Sec. 3. The reports of all boards, commniittees or officers 
which are to be printed in the printed annual report of the 
town shall be delivered to the board of selectmen not later 
than the fifth day of February in each year. 

; Chapter 3. Finances. 

Sec. 1. The financial year shall commence with the first 
day of February, and end with the 31st day of January, an- 
nually. ; 

Sec. 2. No warrant shall be drawn from the treasury 
unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex 
cept for sums by law payable to the commonwealtin or county; 
for final judgments of courts, bonds, notes and scrip of the 
town and interest thereon; and for money payable to the 
commissioners of the sinking funds and for other payments 
required by law. 

Sec. 3. Whenever the account of an appropriation made 
for any department of the town other than for a special pur- 
pose for which the work has not been completed shows at the 
end of the fiscal year a balance unexpended, such balance 
shall revert to the treasury. If the amounts appropriated 
for a specific work exceed the cost of such work, and all ex- 
penses and abilities incidental thereto, the balance of such 
appropriation shall revert to the treasury. 

Sec, 4. No board, committee or officer having charge 
of any work the payment of which is in any part to be contri- 
buted by private citizens shall perform such work until a 
sum has been deposited with the town treasurer or other offi- 
cer qualified to receive such payments upon an estimate made 
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by such board, committee or officer, sufficient to cover the. 


payment of the portion of said work chargeable to such pri- 
vate citizens, 
Chapter 4. Selectmen. 
Sec. 1. The board of selectmen shall exercise a general 
supervision over all matters affecting the interest or welfare 
of the town. They shall have full authority as agents of the 


town to appear and defend suits brought against the town,. 


and suits involving the rights and interests of the town, un- 
less some other person, or persons, shall be designated to act 
as such agents. They may also employ counsel when deemed 
necessarily by them. 

Sec. 2. The selectmen shall in their annual report state 
in detail what action they have taken in the year preceeding. 
They shall give full reports in regard to all suits against the 
town with all the circumstances relating thereto. They shall 
consider all claims made against the town for damages or 
breach of contract, and may, with the advice of counsel settle 
the same provided that in no case shall a settlement be so 
made by a payment of more than $200.co without authority 
of the town. 

Sec. 3. The selectmen after drawing the warrant for a 
town meeting shaliimmediately transmit a copy of the same 
to each member of the finance committee, 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to have the 
printed annual report of the town ready for distribution not 
later than Feb. 17th of each year. 

Chapter 5. Town Auditor. 

Sec. 1. Theauditor shall in his annual report give a de- 
tailed statement ofall receipts and expenditures of the town 
for the past financial year. Giving the amount of each 
specific appropriation, showing to whom paid, the ainount, 
and the object of the expenditures therefrom, ‘The receipts 
from each source of income. Said statement shall be ar- 
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ranged as far as practicable to conform to the schedules of the 
division of mnnicipal statistics of the Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor of the Commonwealth. 

Chapter 6. Finance Committee. 

Sec. 1, At each annual meeting after the vote for town 
officers is declared or within five days thereafter the modeza- 
tor shall appoint a committee of five, who shall be known as 
and constitute a finance committee. They shall be appointed 
from among the legal voters of the town who do not hold an 
elective office, in the town for that year. The member first 
named on said committee shall call the committee together 
within two weeks at which time said committee shall organize 
by choice of a chairman and clerk. This committee shall 
serve until the next aunual meeting. It shall be the duty of 
this committee to consider and investigate all matters in- 
cluded in the articles of the warrant of each town meeting. 
For this durpose it may require the attendance of any town 
officer to furnish it with necessary information. This com- 
mittee shall advertise and hold a public hearing previous to 
the annual town meeting aud may do so previous to any 
special town meeting. The committee shall make a report on 
all articles in the warrant at each meeting of the town, and if 
they deem it advisable may report to the town before the 
time of any meeting. 

Chapter 8. Superintendent of Streets. 

Sec, 1. The superintendent of streets shall keep an ac- 
curate account of all money expended. and all work done 
upon the public ways of the town and a daily record of the 
number of men and teams employed, and the extent and na- 
ture of the work done, and the amount expended on each 
street and also the time spent in doing such work. 

Sec. 2. A pay roll shall be kept of the employees of the 
street department, and of the owners of teams employed 
thereon, anda detailed account with all parties furnishing 
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materials therefor. The time for which payment is to be 
made, the rate of wages, the amount and cost of materials 
furnished, and the amount due in each case. Payments shall 
be made in each case by the town treasurer to the party to 
whom it shall be due, or his agent or attorney authorized in 
writing to receive the same. ‘ 

Chapter 9. Public Ways. 

Sec. 1. No person shall permit any horse, cattle, swine 
or sheep under his care to go upon any sidewalk in the town 
So as to interfere with the convenient use of the same by all 
persons. 

Sec. 2. No person shall suffer horses, or grazing 
beasts o1 swine to run at large in this town or to feed by the 
roadside without a keeper. 

Sec. 3. No person shall permit any team or vehicle un- 
less under his care or control to stand across any public high- 
way or street in such a manner as to obstruct travel over the 
same for an unnecessary length of time. No person shall 
stop with any team or vehicle as to obstruct public travel and 
no person shall stop witii any team or vehicle upon or across 
any crossing in any street or highway in the town. 

Sec. 4. No person shall by any noise, gesture or other 
means wantonly and designedly frighten any horse in any 
street or other public place in the town. 

See. 5. No person shall ooast upon a sled upon any of 
the public ways of the town when such coasting has been for- 
hidden by order of the selectmen. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be, or remain upon any side- 
walk or upon any doorstep, portico, or other projection of 
any house or other building, not his own, to the annoyance 
or the disturbance of any person. 

Sec. 7. No person shall use any indecent, profane, or 
insulting language in any public place in the town, or near 
any dwelling house or other buildings therein, 
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Sec. 8. No person shall throw stones, snow-balls, 
sticks, or other missiles or kick a foot ball, or play at any 
game in which a ball is used, or fly any kites, or balloons, or 
shoot with, or use a bow and arrow, sling shot, or air rifle in 
any of the public ways of the town. 


Sec. 9. No person shall place or cause to be placed 
upon any public way, foot-path, or sidewalk within the town, 
any wood, lumber, iron, coal, trunk, bale, box, crate, chair, 
barrel, stone, package, or other thing, or allow any door or 
gate to swing outward over any street or highway for more 
than one hour after being notified by constable, police officer, 
or the selectmen to remove the same. 


Sec. ro. Any person who intends to erect, repair or 
take down any building on land abutting on any way which 
the town is obliged to keep in repair, aad desires to make 
use of any portion of said way for the purpose of placing 
thereon building material or rubbish shall give notice thereof 
to the selectmen and thereupon the selectmen may grant a 
permit to ocenpy such portion of said way to be used for 
such purpose as in their judgment the necessity of the case 
demands; and the security of the public allows. Such per- 
mit in no case to be in force longer than ninety days and to 
be on such conditions as the selectmen may require, and es- 
pecially in every case upon condition that during the whole 
of every night from twilight in the evening, until sunrise in 
the morning lighted lanterns shall be so placed as effectually 
to secure all travellers from liability to come in contact with 
such building material or rubbish. 


Sec. rr. No person shall use any portion of any way 
which the town is obliged to keep in repair without the per- 
mit in writing of the selectmen as above provided. Nor hav- 
ing obtained such permit shall fail to comply with the con- 


dition thereon, 
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Sec, 12. Whenever the words streets or street or publle 
Way, are mentioned in these by-laws they shall be under- 
stood to mean all public squares, and public places, including 
sidewalk and gutters, unless the contrary is expressed or the 
construction will be inconsistent with the manifest intent of 
these bylaws. 

Chapter 10. Police. 

Sec. 1. The selectmen shall make such rules and regu- 
lations for the discipline and government of the police de- 
partment as they deemed necessary, 


Chapter 11. Curfew. 


Sec. 1. No child under sixteen shall be in or upon any 
of the street ways, sidewalks, alleys, or public squares, or 
pr. t n this town inthe night time after the hour of nine 
o’clock unless such child is accompanied by a parent, guar- 
dian, or other person having the care and control of such 
child. Orin the performance of some errand or duty direc- 
ted by such parent, guardian, or such other person or untess 
such child is there necessarily by reason of its employment. 

Sec. 2. The chief of rolice shall keep a record of all 
violations of section 1 of this by-law, and shall cause to be 
notified thereof one of the guardians or person having the 
care and control of such child. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
Sec. 1 of this by-law shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
$5.00 for each violation. 

Chapter 12. Miscellanecus Provisions. 


Sec. 1. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, 
fowling piece or fire arm, in any street of the town, or in any 
private ground except with the consent of the owner thereof, 
provided, however, that this by-law shall not apply to the use 
of such weapons at any military exercise or in the lawful de- 
fense of the person, family, or property of any citizen,

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REPORT OF BY-LAW COMMITTEE. 


Chapter 1—Town Ileetings. 


Section 1. Notice of every town meeting shall be given 
by posting printed copies of the warrant for such meetings in 
ten or more conspicuous public places in town, including the 
two post offices, seven days at least before the time named in 
the warrant for holding said meeting. 

Sec. 2. Notice of every adjourned town meeting shall 
be posted by the town clerk in ten or more conspicuous 
public places in town, and in addition thereto, he shall if 
practicable publish thesame in any newspaper published in 
town at least 24 nours before the time of said adjourned 
meeting. Said notices shall also state briefly the business 
to be acted on at such meetings and shall include notice of 
any proposed reconsideration. 

Sec. 3. The annual town meeting for the election of 
town officers shall be held on the first Monday of March in 
each year. 

Sec. 4. No appropriation of two handred dollars or 
more shall be made at any town meeting other than the an- 
nual meeting, unless there are present at the time of said 
appropriation at least 15 per cent of the then legal voters of 
the town. 

*Sec. 5, The duties of the moderator not prescribed by 
the statutes shall be determined by the general rules of par- 
liamentary law as far as they apply. 
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Chapter 2, Duties of Town Officers. 


Sec. 1. All of the officers of the town shall turn over to 
their successors in office at the expiration of their term of 
office all books, papers, documents or other properties in 
their custody belonging to the town. 

Sec. 2. All committees to whom any matter which re- 
quires a public hearing is referred by the town, shall give a 
public notice thereof, stating the time and place of such hear- 
ing. 

Sec. 3. The reports of all boards, committees or officers 
which are to be printed in the printed annual report of the 
town shall be delivered to the board of selectmien not later 
than the fifth day of February in each year. 


Chapter 3. Finances. 


Sec. 1. The financial year shall commence with the first 
day of February, and end with the 31st day of January, an- 
nually. 

Sec. 2. No warrant shall be drawn from the treasury 
unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the commonwealth or county; 
for final judgments of courts, bonds, notes and scrip of the 
town and interest thereon; and for money payable to the 
commissioners of the sinking funds and for other payments 
required by law. 

Sec. 3. Whenever the account of an appropriation made 
for any department of the town other than for a special pur- 
pose for which the work has not been completed shows at the 
end of the fiscal year a balance unexpended, such balance 
shall revert to the treasury. If the amounts appropriated 
for a specific work exceed the cost of such work, and all ex- 
penses and llabilities incidental thereto, the balance of such 
appropriation shall revert to the treasury. 
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Sec. 4. No board, committee or officer having charge 
of any work the payment of which isin any part to be contri- 
buted by private citizens shall perform such work until a 
sum has been deposited with the town treasurer or other offi- 
cer qualified to receive such payments upon an estimate made 
by such board, committee or officer, sufficient to cover the 
payment of the portion of said work chargeable to such pri- 
vate citizens. 


Chapter 4. Selectmen. 


See. 1. The board of selectmen shall exe: 
supervision over all matters affecting the interes 
of the town. They shall have full authority as agents of a 
town to appear and defend suits brought against the town, 
and suits involying the rights and interests of the town, un- 
less some other person, or persons, shall be designated to act 
as such agents. They may also employ counsel when deemed 
necessarily by them. : 

Sec. 2. The selectmen shall in their annual report state 
in detail what action they have taken in the year preceeding. 
They shall give full reports in regard to all suits against the 
town with all the circumstances relating thereto. ‘They shall 
consider all claims made against the town for damages or 
breach of contract, and may, with the advice of counsel settle 
the same provided thatin no case shall a settlement be so 
made by a payment of more than $200.00 without authority 
of the town. 

Sec. 3. The selectmen after drawing the warrant for a 
town meeting shaliimimediately transmit a copy of the same 
to each member of the finance committee. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to have the 
printed annual report of the town ready for distribution not 
later than Feb. 17th of each year, 
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Chapter 5. Town Auditor. 


Sec. 1, The auditor shall in his annual report give a de- 
tailed statement of all receipts and expenditures of the town 
for the past financial year. Giving the amount of each 
specific appropriation, showing to whom paid, the amount, 
and the object of the expenditures therefrom. The receipts 
from each source of income. Said statement shall be ar- 
ranged as far as practicable to conform to the schedules of the 
division of municipal statistics of the Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor of the Commonwealth. 


Chapter 6. Finance Committee. 


Sec. 1. At each annual meeting after the vote for town 
officers is declared or within five days thereafter the nrodera- 
tor shall appoint a committee of five, who shall be known as 
and constitute a finance committee. They shall be appointed 
from among the legal voters of the town who do not hold an 
elective office, in the town for that year. The member first 
named on said committee shall call the committee together 
within two weeks at which time said committee shall organize 
by choice of a chairman and clerk. This committee shall 
serve until thenext annual meeting. It shall be the duty of 
this committee to consider and investigate all matters in- 
cluded in the articles of the warrant of each town meeting. 
For this purpose it may require the attendance of any town 
officer to furnish it with necessary information. This com- 
mittee shall advertise and hold a public hearing previous to 
the annual town meeting and may do so previous to any 
special town meeting. The committee shall make a report on 
all articles in the warrant at each meeting of the town, and if 
they deem it advisable may report to the town before the 


time of any meeting, 
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Chapter 7. Collector. 


*Section 1. All taxes assessed in each year shall be 
payable on the first day of November in the same year, and 
on all taxes not paid on or before said first day of November, 
interest shall be charged at the rate fixed by law. The col- 
lector shall use all the means and Processes provided by law 
for the collection of all taxes remaining unpaid atter the first 
day of December in the same year. The collector shall cause 
to be printed upon the tax bills the foregoing by-law, to- 
gether with the rate of interest. : 

*Sec.2. The compensation of the collector of taxes 
shall not be more than one per cent. on all taxes committed 
to him for collection, except such as shall be abated by the 
assessors, unless the town shall vote at the annual meeting to 
change such rate per cent., in which case be shall receive 
such compensation as the town may vote for that year, which 
shall be in full for all services and expenses and he shall pay 
to the treasurer all money received by him for taxes as soon 
as collected, and the entire amount of taxes and all the ac-— 
erued interest, on or before the first day of February next 
following the commitment, except such as shall have been 
abated by the assessors. 

Chapter 8, Superintendent of Streets. 


Sec. 1. The superintendent of streets shall keep an ac- 
Curate account of all money expended, and all work done 
upon the public ways of the town and a daily record of the 
number of men and teams employed, and the extent and na- 
ture of the work done, and the amount expended on each 
Street and also the time spent in doing such work. 

See. 2. Apay roll shall be kept of the employees of the 
Street department, and of the owners of teams employed 
_ thereon, and a detailed account with all parties furnishing 
materials therefor. ‘Ihe time for which payment is to be 
_ tuade, the rate of Wages, the amount and cost of materials 
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furnished, and the amount due in each case. Payments shall 
be made in each case by the town treasurer to the party to 
whom it shall be due, or his agent or attorney authorized in 
writing to receive the same. 


Chapter 9. Public Ways. 


Sec. 1. No person shall permit any horse, cattle, swine 
or sheep under his care to go upon any sidewalk in the town 
so as to interfere with the convenient use of the sams by all 
persons. 

Sec. 2. No person shall suffer horses, of grazing 
beasts or swine to run atlarge in this town or to feed by the 
roadside without a keeper. 

Sec. 3. No person shall permit any team or vehicle un- 
less under his care or control to stand across any public high- 
way or street in such a manner as to obstruct travel over the 
same for an unnecessary length of time. No person shall 
stop with any team or vehicle as to obstruct public travel and 
no person shall stop with any team or vehicle upon or across 
any crossing in any street or highway in the town. 

Sec. 4. No person shall by any noise, gesture or other 
means wantonly and designedly frighten any horse in any 
street or other public place in the town. 

Sec. 5. Noperson shall coast upon sled upon any of 
the public ways of the town when such coasting has been for- 
bidden by order of the selectmen. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be, or remain upon any side- 
walk or upon any doorstep, portico, or other projection of 
any house or other building, not his own, to the annoyance 
or the disturbance of any person. 

Sec. 7. No person shall use any indecent, profane, or 
insulting language in any public place in the town, or near 
any dwelling house or other buildings therein. 
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sec. 8. No Person shall throw Stones, snow-balls, 
sticks, or other missiles or kick a foot ball, or play at any 
amie in which a ball is used, or fly any kites, or balloons, or 
shoot with, or use a bow and arrow, sling shot, or air rifle in 
any of the public ways of the town. 


Sec. 9. No person shall place or cause to be placed 
upou any public way, foot-path, or sidewalk within the town, 
any wood, lumber, iron, coal, trunk, bale, box, crate, chair, 
barrel, stone, package, or other thing, or allow any door or 
gate to swing outward over any street or highway for more 
than one hour after being notified by constable, police officer, 
or the selectmen to remove the same, 


See. 10, Any person who intends to erect, repair or 
take down any building on land abutting on any way which 
the town is obliged to keep in repair, and desires to make 
use of any portion of said way for the purpose of placing 
thereon building material or rubbish shall give notice thereof 
to the selectmen and thereupon the selectmen may grant a 
permit to ocenpy such portion of said way to be used for 
such purpose as in their judgment the necessity of the case 
demands; and the security of the public allows. Such per- 
mit i no case to be in force longer than ninety days and to 
be on such conditions as the selectmen may require, and es- 
pecially in every case upon Condition that during the whole 
of every night from twilight in the evening, until sunrise in 
the morning lighted lanterns shall be so placed as effectually 
to secure all travellers from liability to come in contact with 
such building material or rubbish, 


sec, 11. No person shall use any portion of any way 
which the town is obliged to keep in repair without the per- 
mit in writing of the selectynen as above provided. Nor hav- 
ing obtained such permit shall fail to comply with the con- 
dition thereon,

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REPORT OF THE DRAWING AND 
INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. M. J. West, Superintendent of Schools, 
Dear Sir:—The work of this department is being car- 
ried on much the same as in the past two years. The aim 
is to provide a course both practical and interesting, one 
that will inspire the pupils to do for themselves. 

All the time given to drawing in the promary grades 
is well spent, and I would recommend, instead of three 
twenty-minute periods each week, that every day the same 
amount of time be devoted to work with the hands, for the 
sake of the knowledge and the Confidence gained. 

In the grammar grades it is unsatisfactory trying to 
supervise two manual training classes in one room, at the 
same time. That is—to Gonduct a large sewing class of 
girls and one of boys in basketry or in cardboard construc- 
tion. We hope that some time, not far off, the boys will 
have a well-equipped work shop and the girls an ideal 
sewing room. 

The work in the high school varies most from that of 
last year. The class, being composed largely of girls, was 
divided for the first term. The boys were given a short 
elementary course in freehand working drawings, while the 
girls took designing. Designs for belts, bags, table run- 
ners, pen wipers and desk sets were made and applied.
